Some time ago the story was told in 
this paper that the English and German 
manufacturers of crockery woald com­ 
pel a redaction of wages in America, 
bring on a strike and then take hold of 
the market. The tale has reached New 
York, and a trade paper’s correspondent 
puts it in this way : 
The English and German earthen­ 
ware manufacturers have arrived at a 
common understanding in regard to 
their plan of campaign daring the com­ 
ing year. 
Your correspondent learns, 
on the authority of a well known crock­ 
ery importer here, that, in order to at­ 
tract American trade and defeat the 
purposes of the Dingley tariff law in re­ 
spect to earthenware Importations, there 
will be a redaction of prices along the 
whole line in the European potteriee. 
Wages will have to be cut down and 
other running expenses diminished, bal 
at all sacrifices, the output of English. 
French, and German factories must be 
placed on the American market under 
such favorable conditions that Trenton 
and East Liverpool will be compelled te 
follow suit and reduce wages or el se 
abandon the field altogether. 
It is aa 
astute and plausible plan and may suc­ 
ceed unless American manufacturers 
get together and take steps to defeat the 
scheme. 
"Apart from the matter of wages, 
everything looks bright and encourag­ 
ing for the American potter. Home 
made crockery has greatly improved, 
not only in quality but in popular favor. 
Ordinary earthenware for the people ai 
large is far superior to similar grades of 
goods made in foreign countries and, so 
far, there is little or no difference in 
prices between the native and imported 
articles. The only possible way for our 
friends on the other side to beat as is to 
do exactly what they propose to do in 
the redaction of wages. They argue 
that such a coarse will compel a similar 
redaction in the United States and thai, 
if wages are lowered here, there will be 
a big strike which must result in the 
closing of the potteries, thus leav ng the 
American crockery market in the ab­ 
solute control of the importers and their 
principals in Europe. 
Whatever may 
be said, one way or the other, on thi» 
important subject, it is evident that it ii 
timely and expedient for American 
rn ann fact arere to get together and devis# 
such methods and purposes as their com­ 
mon interests demand.”

The opponents of the salary ordinance, 
recently introduced into council, declare 
no power in possession of that 
body can prevent the mayor from col­ 
i n g the fees allowed him by the 
.Ute. and to Place him on ft 8alarV °f 
ll OOO a year, would simply mean that 
his moonie had been increased by that 
amount, and the city would derive no 
icpecial benefit. 
The argument put forward is th at the 
state law governs almost every viola­ 
tion of the statutes. 
If a man is seen 
drank on the street and the police ar- 
m t him he is tried under the state law. 
Hie city gets the fine, but the fees al­ 
lowed by the law go to the mayor, m ar­ 
shal and arresting officer. If he was tried 
.□der a city ordinance the municipality 
would derive no more benefit from the 
arrest than it does at present and the 
mayor would get the same amount. 
It 
i* true the mayor has the privilege of try­ 
ing the case under the city ordinance or 
the state law, but they argue, where is 
the official who would throw away his 


f e e when the law allowed him to have 


it? 
As the law is at present there is no 
■cans of getting around it. 
A nything 
the council may do in the way of mak­ 
ing laws must be in accordance with the 
statutes, and to say in an ordinance that 
ai) fees were to go to the city treasury 
would but serve to make council ridicu­ 
lous, for the measure would not be 
worth anything more than the paper on 
which it was w ritten. The statutes say 
the mayor can have those fees, and to 
the mayor they would go. 
One official who is opposed to the plan 
says that the mayor, elected with the 
understanding th at he was to have a 
■alary each year, would likely stand bv 
the platform during his first term of 
office, but when elected for the second 
time he would in all probability avail 
himself of the loophole in the ordinance, 
and make as much out of his office as 
possible. In other words, he would not 
only draw his salary with regularity, 
hot he would put the fees allowed him 
bylaw down in his pocket, aud there is 
■o power to prevent it, because he would 
he doing just w hat the law allowed him 
to do. 
Council has been going over these 
facts within the past few days, aud has 
found that it would be useless to pass 
the ordinance now before council. 
It is 
therefore probable that nothing more 
will be heard of the m atter in its pres­ 
e t form. It is probable, however, that 
something along th at line will later be 
done. 
The ordinance allowing council to 
•elect the chief of police is observed in 
the same light. 
U nder the law the 
marshall has all the authority that 
would be given a chief of police, chosen 
by council. The only perceptible diff­ 
erence is that the m atter would be taken 
•ut of the

of

“ The poetry of earth ic never dead/’ 
wrote Keats, aud though the statement 
k > af ids at first thought a dangerously 
►weeping one there is no doubt that if 
he bad been called upon to argue tho 
point he would have successfully main 
tamed his thesis. 
Regarded subjective­ 
ly, the pot try of earth, or, in other 
words, the quality which makes for 
jioctry in external nature, is that power 
in nature which moves us by sugges­ 
tion, which excites in tis emotion, im­ 
agination or poignant association, which 
plays upon the touee strings of our sym 
pathies w it!) the fingers o f memory or 
desire. This power may re^jde not less 
in a bleak pasture lot than in a para 
d isal close of bloom and verdure, not 
less iii a rouJi ide thistle patch than in 
a peak that. soars into tho sunset. It 
works through sheer beauty or sheer 
sublimity, but it may work with equal 
effect through austerity or reticence or 
limitation or change. It may use the 
most common scenes, the most familiar 
facts and forms, as the vehicle of its 
most penetrating and most illuminating 
message. 
It is apt to make the drop of 
dew on a grass blade as significant as 
the starred sphere of the sky. 
Merely descriptive poetry is not very 
far removed from the work of the re­ 
porter and the photographer. Lacking 
the selective quality of creative art, it 
is in reality little more than a represen* 
tation of some of the raw materials of 
poetry. It leaves the reader unmoved, be­ 
cause little emotion has gone to its 
making.—Charles Q. D. Roberts in 
Forum.

Numismatists in New York are great­ 
ly interested in the report that another 
uf tin- 1804 silver dollars has turned up, 
this time in tho possession of a bartend­ 
er in Chateau, Aion. Once upon a time 
there were 20,000 of these dollars. Ev­ 
ery one of them, according to some au­ 
thorities, has disappeared, and the two 
known to be in collections are said to 
be dollars struck from the 1804 die at a 
later date. At present the 1804 dollar 
is priced at $2,000, although sums 
ranging as high as $8,000 have been 
offered for it. 
Of the two dollars bearing the J804 
date now known to be in existence one 
is owned by L. E. Altwein of bt. Jo­ 
seph, Ma, who, after long negotiations, 
bought it from an Illinois man for 
$1,000. That was several years aga 
The other was in the collection of Farm* 
lee the noted Boston numismatist aud 
collector. Bepaid $750for it some time 
in the sevenths, but could undoubtedly 
have sold it for more than three times 
that amount. At one time the govern­ 
ment was in negotiation for it, but tho 
negotiations fell through. 
When the 
Parallel collection was sold at auction 
in New York several years ago, the 
famous dollar was not a part of it. 
From time to time reports of other 1804 
dollars have been circulated but they 
invariably turned out to be either with 
out. foundation or to refer to bad couu-

giber dollars? That is the question over 
wbhh numismatists have pondered and 
exnlor»-d

based on the undoubted fact that there 
were 20,OOO of these coins struck off in 
the y* ar 1804, which is sufficiently at 
tested by record..

Accordingly the silver dollars were 
shipped to gladden the hearts of the 
marines. 
It happened that about that 
time tribesmen from the interior had 
come foraging to the ooast, where they 
fell in with our marines. These tribes­ 
men, it is said, took a violent fancy to 
the silver dollars. 
No other money 
would they have, bnt for these coins 
they would barter their most precious 
possession*-. The result was that the 
marines sailed away possessed of mach 
treasure of the orient, while the natives, 
wearing clanking chains of 1804 dollars, 
danced joyously upon the sands. 
All 
these coins their new possessors punch­ 
ed to string as necklaces or waistbands 
and took buck with them into the inte­ 
rior, where they were lost, buried with 
their owners, or scattered. This is the 
theory to which most of the collectors 
adhere, aud it is hypothetically sub­ 
stantiated by reports that several years 
ago two old American dollars with holes 
punched where the date had been turn­ 
ed ap in un Algerian village. 
Another theory is more romantic. In 
1795 there was trouble between Algiers 
and this country, terminating in an 
agreement on the part of the United 
Blate* to pay $800,000 for the freedom 
ct our captured aud enslaved seamen, 
and $28,000 for immunity to our ships 
th* natter. 
Not until J804, when the 
war with Tripoli was in progress, was 
the $2.8,000, including the entire coin­ 
age of 1804, sent The frigate Pbiladel 
pbia, having tho money on hoard, rail 
aground aud was captured by the Tri­ 
politans. The frigate was subsequently 
boarded sud burned by the Americans 
but the money was gone. 
Neither of these theories accounts for 
a peculiar feature of the coinage of that 
time. 8ev« ral silver dollars have been 
discovered which plainly show 1806 
stamped over 1804. 
In 1806 no silver 
dollars were issued from the mints, 
nevertheless 821 are now known to be 
in collections. How they got ont of the 
i t .1 they fad been struck oil' <» 
not known. As for the existing two 


1804 dollars, which are the envy of 
every collector in the country, it has 
been pretty well established that they 
were coined iii 1828 through tho con­ 
nivance of men in tho mint with two 
collectors, tht^ old dio boing found and 
the (>oius being struck off, although this 
constitutes, and did at that time consti­ 
tute, a penal offense. This in no wise 
decreased the value of tho two ooins; if 
anything, it enhanced it. 
Ah to the genuineness of the dollar in 
th** possession of Mr Billy .Seymour of 
Montana, th* coin collectors can only 
theorize ai this distance. Tin years ago 
there were 20*1/00 rein * ollectors in 
America, win. ti intuits r has been re­ 
duced perhaps 50 per et ui by bani times 
and th* increasing rarity of old coins. 
lf that J804 dt.liar had In-en going the 
rounds long. it is hardly possible that it 
would have escaped tile uotiee, either 
at first baliti or through mention of 
some vigilant numismatist, particularly 
as the appearance of any coin of that 
age in unusual aud likely to be re­ 
marked. 
Still another J804 dollar lias turned 
up in a bookseller’s shop on Canal 
street, in New York. 
Two months ago 
It was bought by Felix Deles, a marble 
cutter living iii New York, for $100. 
This one was in an excellent state of 
preservation, slightly darkened, as if 
from the aul ion of sulphur, but as clear 
and clean cut as a coin of tim present 
year.—New York Bun.

Bf Thursday nearly all of the 
member* had arrived, and the lobbies c f 
the Neil bouse have been crowded. The 
first formalities of the aeaaion wiU Coeur 
Saturday evening in the hall of the 
house, where wiU be held the Republi- 
can caucus. This caucus will consider 
first the matter of United States sena­ 
tor, and then the organisation of the 
two branches of the assembly. 
Owing to the fact that Mr. Oharhs 
Kurts and some of his friends are mak­ 
ing an effort to defeat Senator Hanna 
for re-election, the senatorship has over­ 
shadowed all other questions in the pre­ 
liminary maneuvering. Mr. Karts and 
hit fnenda claim that they have enough 
Totes to defeat the senator, and there 
are indication* that they have made 
overtures to the Democrats for a com­ 
bine for mutual benefit. The Karts 
people and the Democrats also seem to 
be working together for the control of 
the organisation of both branches of the 
legislature. Their program is to cause a 
deadlock and tire out the Hanna or­ 
ganisation. which in now in the asceu- 
deucy. 
On the other hand Ool.O. W. F. Dick, 
who is here leading the forces of Mr. 
Hanna, claims the senator has enough 
votes pledged to elect, and he asserts 
confidently that the opposition will be 
beaten before the day of election. The 
fact is the whole situation seems to be 
involved in much mystery, and both 
rides will know more about it after the 
eaucns. 
If any Republican members 
pabsent themselves from the canons it 
will be taken as a sign of disaffection, 
yet it is not likely that Mr. Karts will 
make a showing of his whole hand by 
keeping all of hi* friends away. 
The formal opening of the legislature 
will take place Monday morning, wheu 
both branches will In called to order at 
IO o'clock. In the house it is expected 
that the Hen. Alexander Box well, of 
Warren county, will be elected speaker, 
and the indications are that Hon. Johu 
L. Means, of Jefferson, will be speaker 
pro tem 
Johu R. Malloy will t>» 
elected chief clerk of the house, but for 
the other positions there are more than 
a score of candidate* aud it is imi osrible 
to make predict iou* until after the 
caucus. 
The senate promises some excitement 
in the organisation, a* it is a tie politi­ 
cally. and one of tbs Republi cans, Sena­ 
tor Voight. of Cincinnati, was elected 
on the Democratic fusion ticket. 
Both 
sid es are claiming that they will organise 
the seuate, and the matter will probably 
be derided bv a compromise of some 
•ort. 
The balloting for Uuited Hts tea sena­ 
tor does not take place until Tuesday. 
Jan. Ii. on which date the two houses 
take separate ballots. On Wednesday 
at nocn both booses meet in joint session 


a n d take a joint ballot. If there is no 
election the prooeas will be repeated 
from day to day until a decision is 
reached or tho legislature adjourns. 
Governor Bushnell’* second inaugura- 
tloo occurs on Monday, Jan. IO, and 
preparations are making for elaborate 
aud imposing ceremonies. There will 
bo a great parade of military and civil 
organisations and political clubs, aud 
the committee now have information 
which lead* them to believe that there 
will be about 0,000 men in line. The 
parade will be reviewed by the governor, 
the inaugural ceremony will be held in 
the state house, and a reception will be 
held in the senate chamber in the even­ 
ing

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Some time ago the story was told it 
this papor that the English and German 
manufacturers of crockery would com. 
pel a redaction of wages in America, 
bring on a strike and then take hold of 
the market. The tale hss reached New 
York, and a trade paper's correspondent 
pats it in this way: 
••The English and German earthen 
ware manufacturers have arrived at a 
common understanding in regard Ie 
their plan of campaign daring the com 
lug year. 
Your correspondent learns, 
on the authority of a well known crock­ 
ery importer here, that, in order to at. 
tract American trade and defeat th# 
purposes of the Dingley tariff law in re­ 
spect to earthenware importations, there 
will be a redaction of prices along the 
whole line in the European potteries 
Wages will have to be cot down nnd 
other running expenses diminished, bol 
at all sacrifices, the output of English. 
French, and German factories mast bs 
placed on the American market under 
such favorable conditions that Trentna 
and East Liverpool will be compelled ta 
follow snit and redace wages or flat 
abandon the field altogether. 
It is sa 
astate and plausible plan and may suc­ 
ceed unless American manufacturers 
get together and take steps to defeat tbs 
scheme. 
“Apart from the matter of wages, 
everything looks bright and encourag­ 
ing for the American potter. Horns 
made crookery has greatly improved, 
not only in quality bat in popular favor. 
Ordinary earthenware for the people ai 
large is far superior to similar grades of 
goods made in foreign countries and, is 
far, there is little or no difference in 
prices between the native and imported 
articles. The only possible wav for our 
friends on the other side to beat us is ta 
do exactly what they propose to do is 
the redaction of wage*. They argus 
that such a course will compel * similar 
reduction in the United States and thai, 
if wages are lowered here, there will bs 
a big • trike which most result in tbs 
closing of the potteries, thus lear ng tbs 
American crockery market in the ab­ 
solute control of the importers and their 
principals in Europe. Whatever may 
be said, one way or the other, on this 
important subject, it is evident that it if 
timely and expedient for Americas 
man a fact arere to get together and devise 
such methods and purposes as their com­ 
mon interests demand."

The pas­ 
sengers were carefully shut in by a 
door at the end, as if to make quite sore 
of them, once they were captured, till 
they bad paid their fares. On a little 
round perch behind stood the conductor 
or “ cad," hanging on by a leather loop 
passed over his arm. Sixpence was the 
usual bus fare HO years ago, whether 
you wont from beginning to end of the 
journey or only a few hundred yards. 
As there was very little regulation of 
the street traffic of London in those 
days, if the bus was filled up at start­ 
ing it went like a fire engine in order 
to get in an extra journey, bot other­ 
wise it crawled and pottered about til) 
the requisite number was obtained. 
Each omnibus was licensed only for 
a particular route. 
It paid the stage- 
conch duty of £5 when first started and 
a shilling a year for keeping the license 
in force, besides a mileage doty, varying 
with the number of passengers it would 
bold, but coming to about threepence 
per mile on the average.—Gentleman's 
Magazine.

“ The poetry of earth is never dead.1’ 
wrote Keats, aud though the statement 
sounds at first thought a dangerously 
sweeping one there is no doubt that if 
he had been called upon to argue the 
point he would have successfully main 
tamed his thesis. Regarded subjective­ 
ly, the poetry of earth, or, in other 
words, the quality which ma\es for 
poetry in external nature, is that power 
in nature which moves us by ragged 
tion, which excites in na emotion, im 
agination or poignant association, which 
plgys upon the tense strings of our sym­ 
pathies wit!) ihe fingers of memory or 
desire. This power may rejjde not less 
in a bleak pasture lot than in a para 
d I sal close of bloom aud verdure, not 
less in a roadside thistle patch than in 
a peak that soars into the sunset. It 
works through sheer beauty or sheer 
sublimity, but it may work with equal 
effect through austerity or reticence or 
limit**(iou or change. It may use the 
most common scenes, the roost familiar 
facts and forms, as the vehicle of its 
most penetrating and most illuminating 
message. It is apt to make the drop of 
dew on a grass blade as significant as 
the starred sphere of the sky. 
Merely descriptive poetry is not very 
far removed from the work of the re­ 
porter and the photographer. Lacking 
the selective quality of creative art, it 
is in reality little more than a represen­ 
tation af some of the raw materials of 
poetry. It leaves the reader unmoved, be­ 
cause little emotion has gone to its 
making.—Charles Q. D. Roberts in 
Forum.

Ut the two dollars bearing tbs J 804 
date now known to be in existence one 
is owned by L. E. Altwein of St. Jo­ 
seph, Mo., who, after long negotiations, 
bought it from an Illinois man for 
$1,000.

The other wus in the collection of Farm* 
lee the noted Boston numismatist aud 
collector. He paid $760 for it some time 
in the seven ti* a, but could undoubtedly 
Lave sold it for more than three times 
that amount. 
At one time the govern­ 
ment was in negotiation for it, but the 
uegutiations fell through 
When the 
Fannies collection was sold at auction 
iu New York several years ago, the 
famous dollar was not a part of it. 
From time to tim© reports of other J hoi 
dollars have been circulated, but they 
invariably turned out to be either with

These tribes­ 
men, it is raid, took a violent fancy to 
the silver dollars. No other money 
woald they have. bat for these ooius 
they would barter their most precious 
possession- 
The result was that the 
marines sailed away possessed of much 
treasure of the orient, while the natives, 
wearing clanking chains of 1604 dollars, 
danced joyously upon the sands 
All 
these coins their new possessors punch­ 
ed to string as necklaces or waistbands 
and took bark with them into the inte­ 
rior, where they were lost, buried with 
their owners, or scattered. This is the 
theory to which most of the collectors 
adhere, aud it is hypothetically sub­ 
stantiated by reports that several years 
ago two old American dollars with holes 
punched where the date had been turn­ 
ed ap iii sn Algerian village. 
Another theory is more romantic, in 
1793 there was trouble between Algiers 
aud this country, terminating in an 
agreement ou the part of the United 
States to pity $800,000 for the freedom 
cl our cnprur«d and enslaved women, 
anil $23,000 for immunity to our ships 
th* palter. 
Not uutil 1804, when the 
war with Tripoli was in progress, was 
the $23,000, including the entire coin 
age of 1804, scut The frigate Fhiladel 
phis, having the money on board, ran 
aground aud was captured by the Tri­ 
politans. The frigate was subsequently 
boarded sud burned by the Americans 
but the room y was gone 
Neither of these theories accounts fur 
a peculiar f* alure of the coinage of that 
time.
